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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that material (67) of Clark is not a material which binds sulfur and does not substantially alter synthesis gas since Clark 
discloses that the material is a catalyst which raises the temperature and Clark does not recognize that the material can bind sulfur. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant since the material disclosed by Clark can be of the same materials disclosed by 
applicant being sulfur binding and non-altering of syngas materials. Page 12 of applicant's own specification states that the sulfur binding 
material is selected from a group which includes cobalt, iron, zinc, nickel, manganese and oxides thereof. Clark discloses that the 
material (67) can be one of these materials or their oxides (col. 5, lines 64- col. 6, line 9). As such, that materials are the same so Clark 
discloses the same structure as that of the instant claim and the rejection is maintained. 
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
